Fi the reports so. far received from 
San Francisco indicate that all damage 
of any consequence has occurred in the 
district of the city where the ground is 
of a soft silt deposited, or where it is 
made ground. Such ground is not safe 
for heavy buildings, in localities where 
esrthquake shocks are likely to occur. 
Here in Los Angeles aur soil in the 
business section is very. different. It 
consists of a good matrix of gravel 
and boulders 
stone and shale.

E SAN FRANCISCO HORROR. 

A black day—one that broke in 
San Francisco with the inexpressible 
horror of crashing and shattered walls, 
mingled with the cries of the wounded 
and the groans of the dying—closed 


Eyewitnesses of these horrors will 
doubtless endeavor to describe them, 
hereafter, but they will fali short of 
conveying anything like an adequate 
impression, for the sufficient reason 
that language is insufficient to describe 
a disaster so tremendous. 

There is no telling how long the 
earthquake shocks may continue in 
San Francisco and thoughout the dis- 
turbed region. They may last for 
many days, or they miay altogether 
cease today. It is this uncertainty which 
adds to the horror of the situation, and 
lengthens every hour of suspense into 
an eternity. 

It is a sad commentary upon the de- 
pravity of human nature that the in- 
stincts of the ghoul are developed in 
men at times of supreme peril, but such 


under martial law, and the troops have 


| been ordered to shoot to kill” in cases 


where human ghouls are caught rob- 
bing the dead. It is fortunate that Gen. 
Frederick Funston is in command of 
the troops, which have been detailed to 
keep order and suppress looting. He 
understands the situation and will be 
equal to its demands. 

There have been great disasters in 
the United States. Perhaps, when the 
actual extent of San Francisco’s calam- 
ity: shall become known, it will be 
found that the loss of life is much less 
than was at first reported. But, even 
then, it is one of the most terrible dia- 


| asters recorded in history. It will call 


out the sympathy and condolence of the 
entire nation, aud induce the prompt 
sending of relief from all sections. Los 
Angeles, and the whole of Southern 
California, may be depended upon to do 
all in their power in this direction, and 
to do it with the promptness that is so 
necessary to make the relief effective. 

While San Francisco suffered most 
heavily, the smaller towns in the re- 
gion of disturbance were also damaged 
seriously. Santa Cruz, San José, Hol- 
lister, Salinas and Santa Rosa are badly 
damaged. Many persons have been 
killed and many others injured in these 
smaller cities. These places will, of 
course, be duly remembered in the 
beneficent work of relief which is to 
follow mercifuily in the wake of de- 
struction. There will be, let us hope, 
no just cause for complaint as to the 
distribution of the benefactions which 
will flow into the afflicted region from 
ail parts of the world. We may be 
eure that these will be generous and 
abundant, so that all who have been 
made destitute will be accorded some 
measure of relief. They can be solaced 
only in part at best. 

What more is there to say at this 
time? It is a time rather for action 
than for discussion. All great disas- 
ters, such as this one, appeal to the 
universal heart, and the appeal is not 
in vain. This is one great redeeming 
quality of human nature. It is ever 
ready to go to the assistance of those 
who have suffered through some super- 
lative misfortune. This is the bond 
that proves the brotherhood of man, 
which levels artificial and accidental 
distinctions, and “makes the whole 
world kin.” 

God save the poor—and the rich, 
fikewise—ior wealth is no protection 
against calamities like that which has 
laid San Francisco low! 


E STAR OF HOPE. 

Over the wreck and ruin of this 
unparalleled calamity which has be- 
fallen the capital city of the north, 
shines the star of hope, brightly, se- 
renely, inextinguishably. The sym- 
pathy of Los Angeles for the prostrate 
city is deeper than words can ex- 
press. All that lies within our power 
to do in this supreme crisis we shall 
do to help our brothers and our sisters 
who have been stricken so grievously.

also develops some of mankind’s best 
and noblest traits. 
But there is another mental aspect 


we glance through the recorded stories 
of these events, shows itself to be an 
invariable accompaniment of the 
scenes of death, desolation and despair. 
The very appalling magnitude of the 
horrors around them seems to bring 
to the surface the brutish instincts 
of a certain class. Law has gone down 
for the time being in the general 
cataclysm, the fear of punishment is 
removed, and amid the smoke of the 
burning ruins human ghouls creep 
forth to rob, and to murder if need 
be, so that spoil may be gained.

These 
mixtures should be put on as early in 
the spring as possible and be raked 
a little into the grass roots to prevent 
the loss of nitrogen from the decom- 
pesing bone. It is better to apply bone 
and ashes separately, and if the former 
is applied a week or two before the lat- 
ter there will be little loss of nitrogen.
